OVERWORKING THE KEN. ' 


Hens, where system is used, are as 


much harnessed as a horse und may 
be driven to death or rendered unfit 
for future profit* or tbclr energy may 
be so conserved thut a good profit on 
the 
investment may 
be returned. 


Many drive their hens too hard In win- 
ter. 


To get eggs in quantity they feed 


much rich, forcing food to .stimulate 
the ovary, and thus digestive system 
and egg machinery are both overtaxed. 
To get egsg many feed red pepper, 
fenugreek, mustard or patented egg 
dope. 
These may hurry a few eggs 


abend of the natural schedule, but 
cause injury to oviduct and digestive 
system, offren kill the hen or burn out 
her egsr machiuery so she never lay's 
again. It does seem cowardly to sneak 
dope into .an unsuspecting ben's food. 
It often causes suffering and certainly 
is'unnecessary where hens are of good 
stock, the proper age and properly! 
cared for. 
People should be satisfied 


with (i fair return on the Investment, 
but high fgK prices Influence some to 
thus drive fhelr hens too fast. This is 
'why breeding stock is often no good 
in the spring. They have been "work- 
ed to death" all -winter, and what eggs 
they lay are generally smalt, Infertile 
or hatch weak chicks. 


FEATHERS AND EGGSHELLS. 
Yes, turkeys like fresh air, and their 


tbick feathers are a protection against 
cold. 
But there's a 
limit. 
They 


should be protected against fierce 
storms ond fed regularly and well dur- 
ing the winter. 


This is certainly a big country and 


most too large for tile law to handle, 
and it certainly is a task to catch all 
the food dopers. Tuberculosis beef and 
meat fixed with preservatives are sold 
to the public without compunction or 
fear of detection. The best way to get 
ahead of such swindlers is to eat less 
meat or raise your own. 


The shipments of poultry, eggs and 


feathers from the 114 counties of Mis- 
souri, last year reached $30,902.41(5. 
Missouri's poultry product is $50,000,- 
000 per year, the result of pushing 
poultry culture, and every state in the 
Union.has the same chance. 


There, ought to be at leiist a nest to 


every four bens, and each nest should 
just fit one hen comfortably. Where 
two hens can get on the same nest a 
fight nud broken eggs may be expected. 


Yon fellows that raise wheat needn't 


hold yonr beads so high. The whole 
wheat crop of 50.184,000 acres was 
only $G10.120.000. The American hen's 
egg crop was over $500,000.000i. and 
that was only half her crop and from 
mncli less land than the wheat acreage 
and with less expense.

Over 75.000 auto licenses were issued

The 
fact that he retains his bold shows 
that his work Is satisfactory.

If there were two standards of 
coinage of the same weight and fine- 
ness, only that the one set of coins 
must forever circulate among negroes 
and the other among white people, 
the black man's coins would imme- 
diately depreciate In comparison. The 
Parity could only be maintained by 
tree interchangeabiUty. 
.The Negro 


has supreme confidence in the Ameri. 
can dollar, because he knows that 
the same coin that ts in his pocket to 
day will be in the white man's pock 
et tomorrow. And .so it is with, rights 
and privileges under the law. There 
can be no equality of rights, where 
identity of rights is denied. To the 
casual observer the assignment of 
space In a government building .to a 
hand full of colored civil service em- 
ployes would seam to be a matter of 
trival Importance. 
But, closer in- 


spection reveals a deeper significance 
It is but the thin blade of the wedge 
rtiose entrance threatens to spUt the 
log asunder. Should the national gov- 
ernment adopt this seemingly simple 
provision it would thereby sanction 
all of the discriminating legislation 
on the statute books of the several 
states and'would suggest and justify 
all such enactments In the future. 


The present pUght of the negro Is 
significant commentary on the doc- 


trine that the white race Is good 
enough to become the bentficent gov- 
ernor of the Negro, without his con- 
sent or participation. 


Tlwre are 10,000,000 Negros in the 


r>nit<>d States who 
are rapidly pro- 


gressing In intelligence and. in re- 
sponsible power. He has no voice In

Men in the highest public places. 
Wtiosa positions real upon the basis 
of a Negro constituency, denounce 
their black constituents in language 
not to be found in the lexicon of <le- 
cency.

OVERWORKING THE HEN. 


Hens, where system is used, are as 
much harnessed as a horse and may 
be driven' to death or rendered unfit 
for future profit; or their energy may 
be so conserved that a good profit on 
the 
investment 
may be returned. 
Many drive their hens too hard in win­ 
ter/ 


To get eggs in quantity they feed 
much rich, forcing food to stimulate 
the ovary, and thus digestive system 
and egg machinery are both overtaxed. 
To get egg^i many feed red pepper, 
fenugreek, mustard or patented egg 
dope. 
These may hurry a few eggs 
ahead of the natural schedule, but 
cause injury to oviduct and digestive 
system, often kill the hen or burn out 
her egg machinery so she never lay's 
again. It does seem cowardly to sneak 
dope into .an unsuspecting ben's food. 
It often .causes suffering and certainly 
is unnecessary where hens are of good 
stock, the proper age and properly! 
cared for. People should be satisfied' 
with a fair return on the investment, 
but high egg prices influence some to 
thus drive fbeir hens too fast. This is 
| why breeding stock is often no good 
I in the spring. They have been "work­ 
ed to death" all winter, and what eggs 
they lay are generally small, infertile 
or hatch weak chicks.

FEATHERS AND EGGSHELLS. 
Yes, turkeys like fresh air, and their 
thick feathers are a protection against 
cold.

storms and fed regularly and well dur­ 
ing the winter. ' 


This is certaiuly a big country and 
most too large for tlie law to handle, 
and it certainly is a task to catch all 
the food dopers.

The sen 
nate by a vote of 72 to 13 passed the 
Mexican resolution "justifying" the 
president's course in Mexico. The 
substitute resolution was placed be­ 
fore the house by Representative 
Flood. The house passed the amend­ 
ed resolution,' placing absolute power, 
authority and complete responsibility 
in the president's hands. 


Bloodshed in Vera Cruz stemmed the 
flood of oratory and Republican op­ 
position in the senate.

back. Legislation is proposed to hu­ 
miliate a n d degrade t h e negro, such 
as

the Negro's tongue is tied and 
his 
voice is. hushed, because of political 
nullity. 


ID his helpless need, the Negro can 
only say to the nation, that he has been 
loyal and devoted to her standards and 
ideals with t h e hope t h a t she is too fair 
to be unjust, even to the least of her 
citizens. 
B u t in the face of the current 
trend of things he can only indulge in 
t h e query: " I s this t h e reward of loyal­ 
t y ? "

Hamilton W. Mabie, in his article in 
the Outlook for August, on "Americans 
and t h e F a r E a s t " , says: "Race differ­ 
ences must be clearly and frankly recog­ 
nized: 
Economical differences must be 
candidly faced, b u t race hatred must be 
driven beyond t h e pale of civilization, 
it is the survival of barbarism, and it 
must go back where it belongs." 


The g r e a t White Race will some day 
in its second sober thought recognize 
the truth of these words and will aug­ 
m e n t its greatness by emancipting itself 
from this detestible spirit of race hat­ 
red!

I t cannot be that this great American 
people is always going to be content to 
prostrate itself before this mean and de­ 
grading spirit 
I t owes it to itself as 
well as to this black race and to all 
other races to free itself from debasing 
ah influence. 
If it is to maintain its in­

growing influence of Christianity, which

OVERWORKING THE KEN. ' 


Hens, where system is used, are as 


much harnessed as a horse und may 
be driven to death or rendered unfit 
for future profit* or tbclr energy may 
be so conserved thut a good profit on 
the 
investment may 
be returned. 


Many drive their hens too hard In win- 
ter. 


To get eggs in quantity they feed 


much rich, forcing food to .stimulate 
the ovary, and thus digestive system 
and egg machinery are both overtaxed. 
To get egsg many feed red pepper, 
fenugreek, mustard or patented egg 
dope. 
These may hurry a few eggs 


abend of the natural schedule, but 
cause injury to oviduct and digestive 
system, offren kill the hen or burn out 
her egsr machiuery so she never lay's 
again. It does seem cowardly to sneak 
dope into .an unsuspecting ben's food. 
It often causes suffering and certainly 
is'unnecessary where hens are of good 
stock, the proper age and properly! 
cared for. 
People should be satisfied 


with (i fair return on the Investment, 
but high fgK prices Influence some to 
thus drive fhelr hens too fast. This is 
'why breeding stock is often no good 
in the spring. They have been "work- 
ed to death" all -winter, and what eggs 
they lay are generally smalt, Infertile 
or hatch weak chicks. 


FEATHERS AND EGGSHELLS. 
Yes, turkeys like fresh air, and their 


tbick feathers are a protection against 
cold. 
But there's a 
limit. 
They 


should be protected against fierce 
storms ond fed regularly and well dur- 
ing the winter. 


This is certainly a big country and 


most too large for tile law to handle, 
and it certainly is a task to catch all 
the food dopers. Tuberculosis beef and 
meat fixed with preservatives are sold 
to the public without compunction or 
fear of detection. The best way to get 
ahead of such swindlers is to eat less 
meat or raise your own. 


The shipments of poultry, eggs and 


feathers from the 114 counties of Mis- 
souri, last year reached $30,902.41(5. 
Missouri's poultry product is $50,000,- 
000 per year, the result of pushing 
poultry culture, and every state in the 
Union.has the same chance. 


There, ought to be at leiist a nest to 


every four bens, and each nest should 
just fit one hen comfortably. Where 
two hens can get on the same nest a 
fight nud broken eggs may be expected. 


Yon fellows that raise wheat needn't 


hold yonr beads so high. The whole 
wheat crop of 50.184,000 acres was 
only $G10.120.000. The American hen's 
egg crop was over $500,000.000i. and 
that was only half her crop and from 
mncli less land than the wheat acreage 
and with less expense.

et tomorrow. And .so it is with, rights 
and privileges under the law. There 
can be no equality of rights, where 
identity of rights is denied. To the 
casual observer the assignment of 
space In a government building .to a 
hand full of colored civil service em- 
ployes would seam to be a matter of 
trival Importance. 
But, closer in- 


spection reveals a deeper significance 
It is but the thin blade of the wedge 
rtiose entrance threatens to spUt the 
log asunder. Should the national gov- 
ernment adopt this seemingly simple 
provision it would thereby sanction 
all of the discriminating legislation 
on the statute books of the several 
states and'would suggest and justify 
all such enactments In the future. 


The present pUght of the negro Is 
significant commentary on the doc- 


trine that the white race Is good 
enough to become the bentficent gov- 
ernor of the Negro, without his con- 
sent or participation. 


Tlwre are 10,000,000 Negros in the
